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Hunters Point Cleanup Finally Gets Political

In a highly anticipated hearing 
on the mismanaged cleanup of radioac- 
tive waste at Hunters Point Shipyard, 
San Francisco supervisors repeatedly 
pressed representatives of the US. 
Navy and Environmental Protection 
Agency to drop the bureaucratic 
answers and commit to retesting 
nearby land. 

Dodging specific promises, the 
bureaucracy largely prevailed. But 
not without knowing that San Fran- 
cisco is closely watching the agencies 
that previously failed Bayview Hunt- 
ers Point — and that they still have 
plenty of questions, like how this 
fraudulent fiasco was allowed to go 
on for so long. 

For the uninitiated: The Navy 
contracted Tetra Tech at the steep 
price of $300 million to clean up its 
superfund site in Hunters Point, so 
it could be deemed safe for people to 
live there. But as far back as 2012, 
the Navy found data falsified by the 
contractor and completed a review 
in September. Tetra Tech is now 
believed to have falsified up to 97 
percent of its soil samples from a 
section of the former shipyard called 
Parcel G. 

“As a regulator, your job is to noti- 
fy us immediately,” Supervisor Malia 
Cohen, who represents the district, 
said at the hours-long hearing during 
Monday’s Land Use Committee 
meeting. “It feels like the Navy is 
constantly sweeping something un- 
der the rug.” 

Laura Duchnak, director of the 
Navy’s Base Realignment and Closure 
Program, tried to assure supervisors 
that the surrounding land is safe 
and that their bureaucratic processes 
to ensure proper testing did indeed 
work. 

“Parcel A is safe,” Duchnak told 
the supervisors, referring to area an 
neighboring Parcel G. “I would live 
there. I would have my family live 
there.” 

Cohen, who called the hearing in 
April, insisted the Navy retest soil on 
Parcel A, whose residents have come 
to her with desperate concerns for 
their health and well-being. Though 
supervisors Cohen, Jane Kim, and 
Sandra Lee Fewer acknowledge that 
there has been no evidence thus far 
to cause health concerns for resi- 
dents, they are adamant that it be 
retested, given the alleged duplicity

from Tetra Tech. 

“It is not enough to say that it is 
safe and you would live there. Quite 
frankly, you don’t live there,” Fewer 
told Duchnak. “Parcel A needs to be 
retested just so people can sleep at 
night.” 

Despite Cohen specifically re- 
questing someone from Tetra Tech’s 
technical staff attend the hearing, 
the company instead sent Preston 
Hopson, the company’s senior vice 
president and general counsel, as its 
sole representative. Within minutes 
of stepping up to the podium, the 
supervisors dismissed Hopson for 
failing to answer why a Tetra Tech 
employee with in-depth knowledge 
was not present. 

“T was very explicit,” Cohen told

Hopson. “I find it insulting that 
you're the only one from Tetra Tech 
that’s here.” 

Tetra Tech has offered to fund an 
independent third-party to review its 
data and save the company’s reputa- 
tion while repeatedly denying wrong- 
doing. Hopson later told the Exam- 
iner that he was disappointed the 
supervisors “chose to grandstand.” 

Nevertheless, consequences for 
the contractor’s fraud are already 
underway. Earlier this month, two 
former Tetra Tech supervisors were 
sentenced to eight months in prison 
for falsifying data related to the ra- 
diation cleanup at the Hunters Point 
Shipyard, which regulators testified 
was unprecedented. During the 
hearing, Kim made it clear that she 


believed it wasn’t limited to two in- 
dividuals, but to company culture — 
which, it should be noted, the federal 
government is paying with taxpayer 
dollars. 

“They do not deserve to get a sin- 
gle more dollar from us,” Kim said. “I 
am so disappointed that we have not 
cut every contract with this organi- 
zation. It is a crime what they did.” 

Duchnak said a “course of action” to 
retest Parcel G would be released with- 
in the next month and that the public 
would be able to comment on it. She 
also said the Navy is pursuing reme- 
dies to the contract with Tetra Tech for 
its noncompliant work. 

“We are determined that our legacy 
here will be positive,” Duchnak told the 
supervisors.

Cohen, Kim and Fewer posed tough, 
sharp questions for the regulatory 
agencies, but it was Bayview resident 
and community leader Marie Harrison 
who said the supervisors were equally 
responsible. Now a campaign advisor 
for Greenaction for Health and Envi- 
ronmental Justice, Harrison says she 
has brought the ignored issue to off- 
cials for years. 

“History will not just raise and 
talk and shout about what happened 
here in San Francisco,” Harrison told 
the supervisors. “It will talk about 
San Francisco and it will say the truth 
about what our supervisors did and 
have done and will do.”

May Get a Massive Redesign 


Newly proposed ideas for the Civic Center area include a dog park, amphitheater, fountain, and sculpture garden.

Compared with the Beaux Arts 
plazas in other major metropolises, 
San Francisco’s Civic Center leaves 

a lot to be desired. While City Hall’s 
intricately detailed rotunda and clev- 
er light displays are breathtakingly 
beautiful, the acres around it are fairly 
disappointing. We don’t have a massive 
Picasso statue like Chicago, or a robust 
water fountain like New York’s City 
Hall Park, or a seasonal maze in the 
garden outside the government build- 
ing like Philadelphia. Aside from two 
cool new playgrounds, San Francisco’s 
Civic Center is pretty, well, boring. 

It’s a vast swath of unused space. 
But in a city that suffers from a mas- 
sive housing crisis and, subsequently, 
thousands of unhoused people, a bor- 
ing Civic Center is not exactly high on 
anyone’s priority list to fix. But there 
are plans in the works, and in the next 
decade, it’s feasible that our Civic Cen- 
ter could include a dog park, sculpture 
garden, a garden, fountain, and even 
an amphitheater. 

The Civic Center Public Realm Plan 
is led by the city’s Planning Depart- 
ment, in collaboration with a slew 
of other agencies, ranging from the 
SFMTA to the Arts Commission. Since 
the plan was launched in early 2017, 
the physical area has been carefully 
studied, its history painstakingly re- 
searched, and a number of workshops 
held. On Thursday, a formal presen- 
tation will be given to the Planning 
Commission, disclosing the planners’ 
proposed ideas for the space. 

To fully understand the scale of 
the plan, one has to understand the 
boundaries of what’s considered Civic 
Center. City Hall is obvious of course, 
but also included is U.N. Plaza and 
Fulton Mall (the latter being that odd 
stretch of road connecting the first 
two, with our famously racist Pioneer 
Monument in the center). In all, it’s 
bounded by Gough Street, Golden Gate 
Avenue, Market Street, and Fell Street. 

The renderings of the project have 
not been finalized, but they do offer a 
radically different feel for the central 
hub of San Francisco’s government 
offices, library, and arts spaces. Cen- 
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tral to the whole shebang is an open 
plaza with a fountain in the center, 
that as drafted, appears to be a radical 
improvement over the shameful pile 
of cement-covered-rebar in UN Plaza 
two blocks away. With the city’s most 
child-dense neighborhood (the Tender- 
loin) just steps away from Civic Center, 
having the water feature be interactive 
would no doubt be a welcome addition 
to the space. 

The other visual change to the plaza 
would be trees with lush, full canopies. 
The current soldier-like lineup of En- 
glish sycamores are only really beauti- 
ful for half the year, before a team of 
city-funded arborists cuts them back 
so they resemble knobby witch hands. 

Food and retail “best of S.F.” kiosks 
are included in the drafts too, for 
the north and south edges of Civic 
Center Plaza, something that would 
create a more permanent version of 
the occasional food trucks that roll 
in for lunchtime. A large, open-sided 
structure titled Brooks Hall — directly 
across the street from the Bill Graham 
Civic Auditorium — would contain 
many of these small businesses, and 
could connect via escalators to the be- 
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low-ground garage. 

In the Fulton Mall stretch, all sorts 
of fun ideas are proposed, including a 
dog park, picnic areas, anda sculpture 
garden. Honoring Civic Center’s histo- 
ry as a gathering place for protesters, a 
“free speech” platform is suggested, an 
outdoor screen for showing movies or 
sports games, and even a beer garden. 

Lastly, UN Plaza could contain 
an amphitheater, a fitness park, and 
— slipped subtly into the plans — a 
“new interactive fountain,’ which 
hints of the potential to remove 
sculptor Lawrence Halprin’s pile of 
cement blocks altogether. 

Visual upgrades aside, the plan 
takes into account the infrastructure 
needed to better improve the area, 
as well. Nearly all the streets that 
run through Civic Center Plaza are 
high-injury corridors, or the 12 per- 
cent of city streets where 70 percent 
of traffic-related injuries occur. 

“City Hall and Civic Center Plaza’s 
streets were designed many years 
ago to be extra-wide for civic parades 
and so they would feel more grand,” 
the plan states. “To make the streets 
so wide, the blocks were shrunk,

ing blocks. Is this the best use of 
valuable excess right-of-way space in 
our civic heart? What better things 
could we do with the space we could 
gain from narrowing Civic Center’s 
streets?” 


It’s a rare problem in S.F. — buta 
welcome one. To better accommodate 
more modes of transit, the plan sug- 
gests protected bike lanes going both 
directions along Polk, Grove, and 
Larkin streets as they pass through 
Civic Center. 

“Angled parking along the plaza 
edges creates unsafe, wide roadways 
and intersections. It also makes for 
an uninviting view as people ap- 
proach Civic Center Plaza by foot,” 
the plan reads, recommending trees 
planted along the edges of the park 
instead, or a multi-use path be in- 
stalled. 

Designs for the plan are still being 
developed, and nothing will be final 
until 2020 at the earliest. Altogether, 
it’s a bold proposal that doesn’t hold 
back, and it’s refreshing to see city 
agencies dream big. No costs have 
been estimated yet, and to include 
every feature listed above, the city 
would have to invest an enormous 
amount of time, money, and resourc- 
es. But it’s also hard to put a price 
on re-creating the heart of San Fran- 
cisco, turning from a vastly boring 
expanse of grass into a lively hub for 
generations to come.

Those Mandarin Chinese robocalls aren't your average telemarketers. They're an international criminal 
conspiracy cheating immigrants out of millions.

just one or two victims. 

These brute force, mass-robocall 
strategies are on the increase not 
just with Chinese scammers, but 
also with shady American firms 
claiming to be debt collection 
or health insurance companies. 
Call-blocking app YouMail’s Robo- 
call Index estimates that about 3.5 
billion U.S. robocalls were made in 
April 2018, a billion more than in 
April of last year. 

While there is a highly outdat- 
ed defense mechanism called the 
National Do Not Call Registry, that 
doesn’t help much when the calls 
are coming from countries that 
couldn’t care less about U.S. law. 
Sure, you could use a call-blocking 
app, or manually block each unwel- 
come call one-by-one. But there are 
always new ways that scammers 
— and perfectly legal Fortune 500 
companies — stay a step ahead of 


It’s become common in San a ™" ~~ ~ 
Francisco to answer a phone call from 
a number you don’t recognize, only to 
hear a prerecorded Chinese-language 
message you quickly hang up on. But 
these exact same calls, with the same 
prerecorded message, are also bom- 
barding people in New York City, Los 
Angeles, and other cities with large 
Chinese-American populations. 

Designed to lure Chinese immi- 
grants into giving callers money, 
these automated recordings in Man- 
darin Chinese are part of a giant, 
international criminal extortion 
scheme that has bilked Chinese 
immigrants across the U.S. out of 
millions of dollars. 

While there are a few variations 
of the Chinese robocall con, the 
most common version currently in- 
undating San Francisco is known as 





On the last Monday of every 
month, dozens of people leave a large, in- 
dustrial kitchen on Potrero Avenue armed 
with burritos. Cyclists wheel out their bikes, 
weighted down with panniers, people on 
foot lug around large backpacks, and a few 
people load up their cars to venture toward 
the edges of the city. These are the volun- 
teers of the Burrito Project, a monthly, free- 
meal delivery for people living on San 
Francisco's streets. On May 21, the project 
turns two, an anniversary that neatly coin- 
cides with another milestone: Thus far, vol- 
unteers have delivered more than 10,000 
burritos to those in need. 

Founder Jimmy Ryan launched the 
Burrito Project in 2016, after seeing 
a similar project underway in L.A. Its 
success may be tied to its simplicity; a 
two-hour, once-a-month commitment

immigrant community. 
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the “parcel scam.” The incoming call 
appears to be from a local number, 
and a prerecorded male or female 
voice explains in Mandarin that the 
Chinese Consulate has an important 
document that might affect the call 
recipient’s immigration status. 

If the caller stays on the line to 
connect to a real human being, they 
are told the parcel is connected to a 
criminal case involving money laun- 
dering. The victim is then informed, 
in Chinese, that the only way they 
can avoid arrest is to transfer money 
to a Hong Kong bank account. 

The story is pure fiction, but 
the financial losses are quite real. 
Here in the Bay Area, victims have 
been conned out of an estimated 
$200,000, according to the San Fran- 


cisco District Attorney’s office. 

“While posing as Chinese officials, 
these scammers are threatening to 
arrest victims or their loved ones 
unless they wire their hard-earned 
money, District Attorney George 
Gascon’s office says in a statement to 
SF Weekly. “Public education is essen- 
tial to preventing San Franciscans 
from falling prey to this cowardly 
scam.” 

The Chinese Ministry of Public 
Safety estimates that as many as 
100,000 people in China and Taiwan 
are actively engaged in this swindle. 
The People’s Republic of China Con- 
sulate in San Francisco has even got- 
ten involved, condemning the calls, 
and urging recipients not to comply 
with the robocallers’ demands. 


“All of these phone calls have 
been proved to be scam traps,’ the 
consulate says. “We would like to 
restate that the Embassy and Con- 
sulates General of China would not 
ask for personal information, deliver 
parcel pick-up notices, or ask people 
to answer inquiries from the police 
department by way of phone calls. 
The Embassy would not ask for bank 
account information.” 

Your Caller ID will indicate the 
robocalls are local, but they’re actu- 
ally coming from China or Taiwan. 
The scammers use a tactic called 
“neighborhood spoofing” to make 
the call appear to come from the 415 
or 510 area code, and the robocalling 
systems can send out thousands of 
these calls daily in hopes of catching 


current technology and regulations 
to robocall to their heart’s content. 
For example, in March, a U.S fed- 
eral court struck down the definition 
of what constitutes an autodialer, 
making it easier for companies to 
robocall you (and harder for you to 
sue them). The Trump Administra- 
tion celebrated the decision, so you 
can probably expect to see more 
consumer phone protections dialed 


back.

is fairly easy to hit, and the tasks, which 
vary from making beans to rolling burri- 
tos to delivering them, are easy regardless 
of skill. 

According to Burrito Project organizer 
Eric Tuvel, future ambitions are fairly 
simple: Make more burritos, and increase 
their reach. In the past year, several col- 
laborations have already occurred: 480 
burritos were delivered as part of North- 
ern California wildfire relief efforts in Oc- 
tober 2017. The group has also partnered 
with needle exchanges, single-room-oc- 
cupancy hotels, and Larkin Street Youth 
Services to reach a wider range of people.

few years. When he was made interim 
mayor in January, he told the media 
that it would be his final political role, 
and that he would not run for mayor.

Public safety aside, 
if Farrell is planning to continue his 
political career, he’s just won himself 
a hefty endorsement. 


to be locked in, regardless of whether 
voters approve Proposition H, which 
would grant $8 million to SFPD for 
taser purchases, in June. 

Predictably, SFPD Police Chief 
William Scott supports this increase 
in funding. 

“This commitment from Mayor 
Farrell will enable and empower the 
hardworking men and women of the 
San Francisco Police Department to 
better address the evolving public 
safety needs of our city,” he said. 

From the outside, it may just ap- 
pear that Farrell is responding to the 
steep rise in property crimes — par- 
ticularly auto break-ins — that city 
residents have suffered in the past 


recommendations it needs to adopt to 
clean up its act. 

That said, $1.7 million of this bud- 
get has been earmarked for yet-to-be- 
announced police reform measures, 
so there’s at least a nod to the need 
for change. 

Along with the 250 new hires, 
the budget allows for a large wave of 
promotions, with funding set aside 
for 20 sergeants and two lieutenant 
positions. 

The rest of the budget will be split 
between a $7.5 million purchase of 
130 new police vehicles — something 
the Police Officers Association has re- 
quested help with for years — and $3 
million for tasers. The latter appears 


“Public safety has always been my 
top priority as Mayor,” he said, de- 
spite only having held the office since 
January. “Iam following through on 
my commitment to add additional 
officers to neighborhoods across San 
Francisco. 

“The men and women of the San 
Francisco Police Department are some 
of the finest officers in the country — 
we just need more of them,” he added, 
neatly sidestepping the fact that 
SFPD has been mired in controversy 
for years over its use of force, several 
officer-involved shootings, and racist 
text message scandals.

Funding the Fuzz 


Mayor Farrell pledges $34.2 
million for more cops, new 
police cars, and tasers.

On Tuesday, he announced 
a $34.2 million investment in citywide 
public safety efforts, the bulk of which 
will go toward hiring 250 new officers 
for the force over the next four years.

Who Will 
Survive the 
License Game? 


Wait — haven’t we done this 
before? 

If the subject of cannabis licensing 
seems familiar, that’s because since 
Proposition 64 went into effect at 
the start of 2018, it’s been a popular 
topic of conversation. All the licenses 
that existing medical dispensaries, 
manufacturers, and growers possessed 
before Jan. 1 were suddenly no lon- 
ger sufficient, and the battle for the 
market heated up as newly-minted 
recreational dispensaries, manufac- 
turers, and growers competed for the 
paperwork necessary for the sale of 
cannabis. 

Despite the voters’ support, Califor- 
nia wasn't ready for legalization, which 
led to the decision to issue temporary

licenses — all of which are set to ex- 
pire on July 1. For the Bay Area’s own 
Legion of Bloom, a cannabis company 
that specializes in flower, resin, and 
vape cartridges, it means another run 
through a circus of bureaucracy to en- 
sure it can continue selling to dispen- 
saries across the state. According to 
co-founder Troy Meadows, things are 
even tougher this time around. 

“The temporary licenses were defi- 
nitely a bit less intensive,” he says. 
“With the annual licenses, they’re a 
much more in-depth, vetted process. 
California wants a lot more specific 
information about the business itself, 
and then ultimately, I know that there 
are several different places that it all 
has to go and get checked off.” 

While the Legion of Bloom, com- 
paratively speaking, isn’t one of the 
larger players in the industry, it does 
still have the resources 
necessary to task select 
staff and a legal team to 
help usher their applica- 
tions along. 

For smaller busi- 
nesses in the field, such 
dedicated focus to ad- 
hering to licensing and 
compliance needs is sim- 
ply impossible. Meadows 
believes most companies 
have seen the writing on 


a 


the wall since Prop. 64 became law in 
2018 — and those that haven’t are in 
trouble. 

“If you don't really have it together 
by now, it’s going to be hard to stay on 
the map,’ he says. “I know some busi- 
nesses who definitely decided that the 
model didn’t work for where they were 
at and that they should just cut their 
losses. We've seen it happen with some 
of the partners that we work with, es- 
pecially on the retail side.” 

Beyond the tedious but not entirely 
baffling process of getting an annual 
license approved, July 1 also marks the 
start of the implementation of Metrc 
— the system selected by California to 
serve as the state’s official track-and- 
trace program. An immensely complex 
network, Metrc will provide account- 
ability of every cutting of cannabis, 
from seed to sale. 
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Each step of the process comes with 
its own specifications, meaning that 
every facet of the cannabis production 
chain will need to invest significant 
resources and time into making sure 
it’s compliant. 

Furthermore, Meadows also notes 
that given some companies will inevi- 
tably have to operate on extensions of 
their temporary licenses while others 
are granted their annual permits, only 
the latter group will have access to 
Metrc. 

“Organizations that have their an- 
nual licenses and have access to Metrc 
will need to manage a filing system in 
which they submit handwritten track- 
and-trace reports from the entities 
that they work with that only have 
temporary licenses,” he explains. “It’s 
going to get cumbersome, for sure. It’s 
a lot to ask.” 

At the same time, 
the Legion of Bloom 
has also reduced 
prices to ensure the 
higher costs created 
by compounded 

state, local, and 
excise taxes keep 
them competitive. 
Meadows says 
improvements to 
the company’s in- 
frastructure have

afforded them the ability to lower pric- 
es, but also expresses concern that the 
current tax system in place may pre- 
vent the cannabis providers who truly 
care for the product from being able to 
survive in the industry long-term. 

“Our state is known for providing 
the best boutique products in general,” 
Meadows explains, “whether it’s the 
wine that you're drinking, the food 
that you're eating, or the cannabis 
you're smoking. We’re trying to curate 
this farm-to-table responsibility that 
California has embraced, but if we 
tax the little guys out of existence, we 
come back to making cannabis a com- 
modity thing. It really starts to muddle 
down what cannabis really is and the 
power of the plant itself.” 

At present, the Legion of Bloom’s 
plans remain the same — to ensure 
they’re still standing when the dust of 
regulation finally settles. For Mead- 
ows, that end may finally be approach- 
ing. 
“The hoops feel like they’re getting 
larger,” he says. “I feel like the funnel 
is getting wider, and that’s definitely a 
good thing.”

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Landlord liability in cases of 


danger, injury 


This week’s question was first posed in Decemeber 2015. It comes 


from Kimmie L., who asks: 


Q: Wet weather recently has caused 
the steps and stairs at my apartment 
entrance to be slippery. I fell and 
ended up at the emergency room. Is my 
landlord responsible? 


A: Hi, Kimmie. I hope you are 
healing quickly. Injuries and hospital 
trips are often traumatic events. 
Unfortunately, you are not the 

only one dealing with those issues, 
and you've asked a very important 
question. 

The Bay Area has been blessed 
with some much needed rain. 
However, with the rain, there comes 
potential slipping hazards from the 
accumulation of water on improperly 
constructed or maintained surfaces. 
Some property owners, including 
apartment owners, do not take the 
sometimes costly but necessary steps 
to maintain the property safely, 
allowing rain water to accumulate 
on stairs and entrance ways. When 
a property becomes unsafe because 
of the poor design, construction or 
maintenance, and an injury occurs, 


it is referred to as a Premise Liability 
case. 

To answer your question, 

a property owner can be held 
responsible for premises liability 
cases if the following conditions are 
met: 

- The responsible party must have 
owned, occupied and/or controlled 
the property upon which the injured 
person was harmed. 

¢ When a landlord that owns an 
apartment building where a person 
falls, this element is likely met. 

- The owner was negligent in the 
use or maintenance of the property. 

¢ This is a complicated element 
that would require analysis of 
whether the condition was known, 
should have been known, how long it 
was apparent and how costly it would 
be to fix it. 

- The owner’s negligence was a 
substantial factor in causing the 
harm. 

Accidents are often the result 
of multiple causes, and sometimes 
people aren't as vigilant as they 
could be in keeping an eye on their 
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footing or wearing appropriate 
footwear. Sometimes there are also 
other unrelated factors at play. This 
element anticipates this fact and 
does not require that the landlord’s 
negligence be the only cause, but 
only that it be a “substantial factor” 
in causing the accident. 

Importantly, landowners must 
use reasonable care to discover any 
unsafe conditions and to repair, 
replace or give adequate warning of 
anything that could be reasonably 
expected to harm others. They can 
even be held negligent if they fail 
to use reasonable care to discover 
unsafe conditions on the property 
and to repair, replace or give 
adequate warnings of anything that 
could reasonably be expected to 
harm others. 

When it comes to slippery 
surfaces from rain, the potential 
dangers can take many forms, 
such as: clogged gutters or drains 
that send water ontowalkways 
rather than the intended drainpipe, 
unmaintained wooden porches 
where moss has been allowed to grow 
and cause a slipping hazard or iced 
walkways because sprinklers were 
left on in freezing temperatures. The 
potential for slipping hazards in wet 
and cold weather is great and requires 
vigilance. 

If a tenant recognizes a danger, 
it is best to notify the landowner, 
so that the danger can be repaired 
without anyone being harmed. If the

It was a Saturday evening on the 
campaign trail, and things were getting 
ugly. Mayoral candidates Mark Leno and 
Jane Kim were holding court at a “Meet 
the Progressives — Future of the Fill- 
more’ event when a handful of London 
Breed supporters holding signs inter- 
rupted the proceedings. 

“This is London Breed’s house, 
fuck what you're talking about,” one 
protester caught on video said, before 
launching into a racist epithet that 
subsequently shut down the event. The 
ugliness of the moment was shocking 
in a city that prides itself on liberal 
values, but it’s just one of a dozen 
dramatic incidents that have plagued a 
mayoral race that was never supposed 
to happen. 

Mayor Ed Lee’s unexpected death 
disrupted the slow stroll up to 2019's 
mayoral election, and in the five 
months since, San Francisco’s politi- 
cal scene has devolved into a chaotic 
sprint to the finish line. At times it’s 
been ugly, with dark money from tech 
billionaires, racist slurs, domestic-vi- 
olence-themed attack ads, and even 
efforts by Democratic candidates to

recruit Republicans. There is so much 
tied up in this race that for months 
local and national media has been deep 
in the weeds with all the gory, dramatic 
details. But while reporters hungrily sift 
through campaign-financing records, 
relatively few San Francisco voters are 
aware of who the candidates are, or 
what policies they plan to enact. 

It’s a difficult time for local politics. 
Donald Trump’s rise quickly overshad- 
owed San Francisco's last major election 
in November 2015, a surprisingly 
narrow victory for Lee over what was 
considered token opposition, and in the 
years since, it’s been hard to look away 
from the havoc Trump is wreaking at 
the White House. Steve Bannon, Robert 
Mueller, and Stormy Daniels have all 
become household names, while Mark 
Leno, London Breed, Jane Kim, Angela 
Alioto and Amy Farah- 

Weiss are far less prominent in local 
conversations over a plate of tacos. The 
other day, I overheard someone on the 
bus talking confidently about how Breed 
will sweep the race, since she’s already 
the mayor — a fact that’s four months 
out of date. 

Part of this is probably due to how 
fast everything has happened. The 
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deadline to file papers for mayor was 
less than a month after Lee’s death. 
Breed was ousted from her role as act- 
ing mayor and replaced by Supervisor 
Mark Farrell three weeks after that. 
Money poured in to campaigns quickly, 
and its sources were largely kept secret 
until last month, when candidates hit 
the deadline for releasing their finan- 
cial backers. And Super PACs are even 
shadier, with untold amounts of money 
flooding in so candidates’ supporters 
can play dirty. 

In a nation that frequently launches 
its election campaigns years in advance 
of an open position, giving voters six 
months to learn about each candidate 
and their policies is a little fast, regard- 
less of how tapped in you are to local 
politics. 

And while Trump gets himself fur- 
ther mired in drama, Flint still has no 
water, and Gaza goes up in flames, it 
can be hard to give a shit about what’s 
going down in our little City Hall. But 
this election is a big one, and for many 
San Franciscans, who is chosen to be the 
next mayor of the city will have a much 
bigger, more direct impact on daily life 
than who’s in power in our nation’s capi- 
tal. You should care, and this is why. 


Whoever is elected mayor in June 
will be known as a first. Jane Kim would 
be the first Asian-American woman 
mayor, London Breed would be the first 
African-American woman mayor, and 
Mark Leno would be the first openly gay 
mayor. Being the first is no small thing; 
in these cases, it could give added atten- 
tion to marginalized communities, set 
examples for other cities nationwide, 
and encourage a new generation of 
women of color and queer individuals to 
run for office. 

Each also has a powerful story to 
tell. Breed was raised in public hous- 
ing by her grandmother (a fact that 
she never ever fails to mention when 
speaking publicly), has one brother 
in jail, and a sister who died of a drug 
overdose. Her story is a remarkable 
one, and it was heartening to see 
young African-American women stand 
up and voice their support for her the 
day that she was booted from her role 
as acting mayor. 

Kim is the daughter of Korean im- 
migrants, raised in New York, and has 
dedicated her life to public service. A 
civil-rights attorney, she’s immersed 
herself as supervisor of one of the 
most-challenging districts in San Fran- 
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yoral Race Even Matter? 


cisco, which includes SoMa, Treasure 
Island, and the Tenderloin. 

Leno is the grandson of Russian 
Jewish immigrants, a rabbinical-school 
dropout, and a local businessman who 
rose to political power as a city super- 
visor, assemblyman, and finally a state 
senator. He lost his partner during the 
AIDS crisis of the late ’80s and early 
90s, and has more legislative experi- 
ence than the other two combined. 

The person elected to mayor in June 
will most likely be in that position for 
10 years. San Francisco voters love an 
incumbent, and the last mayor to lose 
a re-election bid was Frank Jordan in 
1995, when Willie Brown beat him in 
a run-off. Because of Lee’s untimely 
passing, the mayor elected in June will 
carry out the rest of his term, which 
runs through January 2020. They can 
run for the same job in November 
2019, and once more in 2023. If they 
win every election, which is fairly like- 
ly, they will lead San Francisco until 
January 2028. Yikes. 

In other words, our next mayor 
will greatly define the future of San 
Francisco and every resident who lives 
here. And this is where the deep, in- 
the-weeds reporting starts to matter, 


because on paper, the top three candi- 
dates’ campaign issues appear nearly 
identical. All three promise cleaner 
streets, more affordable housing, and 
solutions for street homelessness. 
There are a few key differences: Breed 
pledges to build 5,000 new homes of 
all kinds each year, while Leno more 
specifically vows to construct 5,000 
low-income, workforce, and support- 
ive-housing units annually. They all 
support alternatives to automotive 
transportation, but Kim is the most 
pro-bike lane. 

So it’s no wonder that policy is 
not what defines this race. There’s no 
meat there; campaign promises are 
not set in stone, and simply reflect 
the issues voters care about back to 
them. Instead, this race has come 
down to personal integrity, an ab- 
stract, intangible topic. 

Breed’s been in the hot seat for 
months. Early on (before Lee was 
even in the ground) she won the 
endorsement and financial backing 
of tech mogul Ron Conway, who has 
played a heavy hand in City Hall poli- 
tics. He is self-interested, and it only 
takes a quick Google search to uncov- 
er that he has investments in almost 
every major technology company 
based in San Francisco. He wants a 
pawn in the mayor’s office, and has 
thus far pledged tens of thousands 
of dollars to Super PACs taking down 
her opponents. It hasn’t gone unno- 
ticed, and for many voters sensitive 
to the displacement crisis, Conway’s 
endorsement of Breed is a sole reason 
not to support her. 

On a quest for votes, Breed has 
also made another deal with a devil: 
former Republican Secretary of State 
George Shultz. Shultz has penned 
letters supporting Breed that are hit- 
ting mailboxes all across the city. It’s 
a wildly bizarre choice, particularly 
since Shultz held office during Pres- 
ident Ronald Reagan’s war on drugs, 
which decimated the community 
Breed grew up in. 

But for those familiar with her, 
none of this is that surprising. 
Breed has long identified herself as 
an independent politician, despite 
receiving ample criticism that white 
billionaires are pulling strings behind 
the scenes. 

“For me, this is not about politics, 
this is not about ideology,” she told 
SF Weekly in April. “I do not do this 
job in fear of losing it. When you're 
in the political arena you're going to 
have people who agree with you and 


don’t, who like you and don’t, and for 


me it doesn’t matter.” 

Kim is the farthest-left progres- 
sive of the trio, the whip-smart 
bleeding heart of the campaign. She 
can reel off data effortlessly, and for 
those single-issue voters who are on 
the hunt for compassion in a candi- 
date, she’s your best match. 

In this race, however, her defin- 
ing moments have all been tied to 
others trying to take her down. In 
late April, a new attack ad funded by 
the Conways hit YouTube, accusing

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Kim of supporting former-Sheriff 
Ross Mirkarimi during his domestic 
violence debacle. So outraged were 
her supporters that the video was 
removed hours later, and the Con- 
ways have lain low ever since. In 
early May, Kim publicly lambasted 
the Chronicle on Medium for sending 
her a list of poorly disguised opposi- 
tion-research questions, most likely 
handed to them by her opponents. 
The post went viral. And she handled 
last weekend’s racist slurs with grace, 
making a statement on Twitter that 
she “does not take it personally.” 

All told, Kim’s been subject to the 
grossest, most transparent attacks 
during the race, but holds strong to 
her values. 

“My platform is really about how 
we support our working class and 
regrow our middle class here in San 
Francisco,’ she tells SF Weekly. “I’m 
running because I| love my job, and I 
clearly care about what I do. I’ve of- 
ten wondered if elected office is the 
best vehicle for me to make a change 
in our city, but I really believe in it.” 

Leno is the quietest of the can- 
didates. He doesn’t have the pub- 
lic-speaking charisma of Breed, or 


the nerd-like obsession with San 
Francisco facts as Kim. But he does 


have decades of experience at the 
state level, and, his campaign shows, 
a commitment to fairness. He was the 
first candidate to publicly denounce 
Super PACs and shady campaign fl- 
nancing, and in a city rife with tech 
dollars, having someone in power who 
believes in transparency would cer- 
tainly be refreshing. He’s diplomatic 
and professional, but seeks change 

— as his slogan “shake up City Hall” 
implies. 

“T think it’s the nature of local 
government that oftentimes paths of 
least resistance are taken,” he says. 
“Suddenly you look back and think, 
‘Whoa, we’ve got some big problems.’ 
We are at a time now where that can- 
not go on any longer, and everyone 
knows it. I know it’s a big responsi- 
bility but Iam willing to take on the 
task of making some tough decisions, 
and holding myself and other deci- 
sion-makers accountable. I want my 
administration to be driven as least 
possible by political decisions, but 
what I believe to be best policies for 
moving San Francisco forward.” 

Whoever moves into Room 200 in 





City Hall at the end of June will wield 
a massive amount of power, including 
managing San Francisco’s rapidly ex- 
panding annual budget. The 2017-18 
budget came in at a whopping $10.11 
billion, nearly three billion more than 
it was just 10 years prior. What each 
mayor chooses to prioritize can have a 
ripple effect across the city. 

To be clear: Not all $10.11 billion 
is in the mayor’s hands. Much of that 
budget is already set aside for things 
like the cops and Muni. What the 
mayor can play with is the general 
fund, which, last year, came in at $36 
million. Lee spent about $18 million 
of that on homelessness services, $9 
million on harm-reduction efforts, 
and $3 million on street cleaning. 

The choice to spend more or less on 
homelessness is make-or-break for the 
thousands who live on our streets, and 
if $3 million was spent cleaning the 
streets and they still look like the way 
they do, you can imagine what a reduc- 
tion could do. 

San Francisco mayors can also ap- 
point replacements to fill vacancies in 
all city elected offices, such as that of a 
supervisor, until the next election. Lee 
appointed District 8 Supervisor Jeff 
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Sheehy after Scott Wiener left for the 
State Senate. Before that, he appointed 
Julie Christensen to District 3, after 
David Chiu moved on to the State 
Assembly. In these cases, it’s entirely 
in the mayor’s hands who will be your 
direct point of contact for issues that 
affect your neighborhood. 

Finally, our city’s mayor is also the 
highest-paid in the nation. Whoever 
we elect will get paid around $297,386 
per year, so think carefully about who 
will work the hardest for that big of a 
paycheck. 


We’re not going to tell you who 
to vote for. SF Weekly doesn’t do en- 
dorsements, and with dozens of Demo- 
cratic clubs, neighborhood groups, and 
other media releasing voter guides, plus 
the piles of mailers you're probably re- 
moving from your front door every day, 
there’s more than enough information 
out there for you to sift through.

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The Boss, the Bandleader, and San 
Francisco's Biggest Mayoral Scandal 


The venture-funded fixers of today have nothing on the last boss of the Barbary Coast.

San Francisco is a city with a 
long history of kingmakers. In this year’s 
mayor's race, billionaire venture capital- 
ist Ron Conway has backed Sup. London 
Breed while slinging YouTube mud at 
Jane Kim, all from the luxury of his $25 
million Marin estate. But there was a 
time when you had to get your hands 
dirty if you wanted to swing an election 
in this town. Back in the waning days of 
the Barbary Coast, Abe Ruef was the 
man who got his hands dirty. 

Ruef’s mastery of backroom deal- 
ings earned this smalltime attorney 
the unofficial title of party boss. As the 
architect behind the upstart Union La- 
bor Party’s victory in the 1901 mayor’s 
race, Ruef wrested political power in 
San Francisco from corporate interests 
and handed it to the working class. 
While even President Teddy Roosevelt 
feared that Union Labor could become 
a threat to the American two-party 
system, this fledgling movement was 
undermined by Ruef’s own penny an- 
te-corruption. Ruef’s grasp of power 
survived the 1906 Earthquake, but 
it all came down hard in the French 
restaurant shakedown scandal later 
that same year. 

Abraham Ruef was born in San 
Francisco to French-Jewish parents on 
Sept. 2, 1864. Unlike political bosses 
of other big cities, who were barely 
better educated than the voters they 
corralled, Ruef graduated with honors 
from UC Berkeley and earned his law 
degree from Hastings. As a young 
man, Ruef and some other idealistic 
students formed the Municipal Reform 
League to study party bosses with the 
goal of purging them from power. The 
league disbanded after other members 
returned to their Ivy League schools, 
leaving an ambitious Ruef in San Fran- 
cisco, still drawn to politics but not 
reforming them. 

“Whatever ideals I once had were 
relegated to the background,” he wrote 
in his memoirs. 

In the 1880s, Ruef rose through the 
ranks of the Republican Party by writ- 
ing rousing accounts of party meetings 
that never happened and getting them 
published in friendly newspapers. By 
the 1890s, he became a tireless speak- 
er at political meetings that actually 
occurred, and he was able to win over 
hostile crowds. 

“Throw all the rest of those eggs at 
one time, so that we can get down to 


business,” Ruef taunted, 
standing on a stage splat- 
tered with “uncooked om- 
elets” at one rowdy meet- 
ing. After a barrage of yolks 
hit the stage, Ruef finished 
his speech to applause. 

However, even with 
Ruef’s smarts and talents, 
he could only rise so far ina 
Republican Party dominat- 
ed by the Southern Pacific 
Railroad and its longtime 
cronies. To realize his grow- 
ing ambitions, Ruef would 
have to find a new party. 
The aftermath of the bloody 
Teamsters and waterfront 
strike that paralyzed 
San Francisco from July 
through October 1901 pro- 
vided Ruef with the career 
opportunity he needed. 

When reform-minded 
Democratic Mayor James 
Phelan sent the police in to bust up the 
strikers, he lost his party the support 
of union voters. In advance of that 
year’s mayoral race, several factions of 
San Francisco’s organized labor moved 
to form the Union Labor Party to seize 
political power directly instead of just 
lobbying or bribing for it. 

Ruef stepped into this vacuum of 
a party with no history or organiza- 
tion, and quickly started running it 
despite his bourgeois background. 
Ruef recruited union bandleader and 
violinist Eugene “Handsome Gene” 
Schmitz as a mayoral candidate who 
could charm a crowd, but also be con- 
trolled. Schmitz was hesitant to run, 
calling the idea “preposterous” the first 
time he and Ruef discussed it. After 
flattering Schmitz by telling him how 
“tall and well-built” he was, Ruef said, 
“The psychology of the mass of voters 
is like that of a crowd of small boys or 
primitive men.” 

“Of two candidates, they will almost 
invariably follow the strong, finely 
built man,” Ruef added. 

After consulting with a psychic a 
few days later, Schmitz was in. The seer 
who predicted Schmitz would “hold a 
high and mighty position in his native 
city” turned out to be right. On Nov. 

5, 1901, the bandleader and political 
novice won a three-way race against 
candidates from an obviously crooked 
GOP and a Democratic Party that an- 
gered its base. 

“T regard my election as a just and

overwhelming rebuke to bossism,” 
Schmitz said on election night after 
the newspapers had called the race for 
him. This all sounded good, but Ruef, 

a man who once burned to be the Re- 
publican Party’s top boss, was planning 
Schmitz’s incoming Union Labor Party 
administration from his regular table 
at the Pup, a French restaurant on 
Stockton Street near Market. 

French restaurants in early-1900s 
San Francisco didn’t necessarily serve 
French food. They were early ex- 
amples of mixed-use facilities with 
affordable family dining on the 
first floor and brothels upstairs. 
While respectable types didn’t 
venture beyond the ground floor, 
these establishments were a popu- 
lar tourist attraction in those days 
before Pier 39. 

Wine was the one thing that 
made the French restaurants 
French in the public imagination 
no matter what kind of slumgul- 
lion they actually served. In 
1904, the Schmitz administration 
held up renewal of those crucial 
licenses until the proprietors of 
Marchand’s, Delmonico’s, the New 
Poodle Dog, and the Bay State 
forked over thousands in retainer 
fees to Ruef so he could make sure 
this wouldn’t happen again. 

Ruef later said he split the take 
with Schmitz. Schmitz denied 
this, although his brother Herbert 
did become one-quarter owner of 
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an out-and-out brothel close 
to Civic Center called the Mu- 
nicipal Crib. This Michael Co- 
hen-type enterprise seemed 
like a small bit of business 
compared to how the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad bought 
out the entire Republican 
Party and half the Democrats, 
but it was just the kind of 
tawdry affair that a jury could 
understand. 

In the mayor’s race of 
1905, the Democrats and 
Republicans combined their 
ticket to deprive Schmitz of 
eking out another victory in 
what newspapers at the time 
referred to as a “three-cor- 
nered race.” Instead, Schmitz 
trounced fusion candidate 
John S. Partridge, a young 
city attorney who Ruef de- 
scribed as “devoid of external 
magnetism.” 

The fusion strategy was such an 
utter failure that the Union Labor 
Party succeeded far beyond Ruef’s pre- 
dictions and swept every seat on the 
Board of Supervisors. Unfortunately, 
Ruef had packed Union Labor’s slate of 
candidates with knuckleheads he did 
not expect to win. The city ended up 
with supervisors he described as “so 
greedy for plunder, they'd eat the paint 
off a house.” Ruef had to spend enor- 
mous energies keeping these supes in

line with quiet payouts designed to 
avoid detection. 

The first shock of the Great San 
Francisco Earthquake hit at 5:12 a.m. 
on April 18, 1906. Holes in the ground 
swallowed entire buildings. Fires en- 
gulfed the rubble and burned through 
much of the city. “The mayor dashed to 
the emergency with forethought and 
executive skill,” the Chronicle effused. 
Newspapers across the country printed 
gripping accounts of Schmitz leading 
efforts to quell the fires before they 
ravaged the wood-framed homes of 
the Western Addition and Richmond 
District. 

With the catastrophe bringing his 
protégé to national prominence, Ruef 
thought the time was finally right to 
put Schmitz in the Governor’s Man- 
sion while taking a U.S. Senate seat for 
himself. Schmitz’s “America’s Mayor” 
moment was even shorter-lived than 
Rudy Giuliani’s, however. The indict- 
ments in the French restaurant case 
came down by the end of the year. 

With the city still in ruins, Schmitz 
was tried in a synagogue and convict- 
ed of extortion and removed from 
the mayor’s office on June 7, 1906. 
Schmitz beat his conviction on appeal, 
and was later elected to the Board of 
Supervisors in 1921, where he served 
until 1925. Ruef was sentenced to 14 
years in San Quentin. He was the only 
individual to serve time in the scandal. 
After his release, Ruef ran a small real 
estate office on the fourth floor 
of 916 Kearny St. until he died on 
Feb. 29, 1936. 

Ruef and Schmitz were brought 
down by a special prosecutor ap- 
pointed by a U.S. President and 
funded by the sugar-fortune-heir 
publisher of the San Francisco Call 
— aconsortium more troubling 
than the petty larcenies going 
on in San Francisco at the time. 
Although Ruef and Schmitz never 
truly represented the needs of 
organized labor more than they 
looked after their own best inter- 
ests, there was always the chance 
that someone who actually be- 
lieved in this stuff could gain con- 
trol of the Union Labor Party. And 
for that, it all had to come down 
so San Francisco would remain 
safe for the Ron Conways of today.

Snoop Dogg

With less than three weeks to 
go until San Francisco chooses its next 
leader, endorsements are ratcheting up. 

While Los Angeles has us beat on 
the celebrities-per-capita front, some 
public figures have wielded their influ- 
ence to back candidates they support, 
despite this race being in a city they’re 
not connected to. Do the names make 
enough noise to sway voters? Take a 
look at who some famous folks want as 
our leader. 


Snoop Dogg 

Relatively early into the race, London 
Breed’s campaign got an unexpected 
boost from the influential Long Beach 
rapper with a feminist message. 

“im standing wit the women of @ 
ItsOurTimeSF because its time an 
accomplished woman led the city #It- 
sOurTime #London4Mayor,” Snoop 
Dogg tweeted in March. 

His tweet came with a video show- 
ing photos of San Francisco’s nearly all 
white and male mayors, made by the 
pro-Breed PAC It’s Our Time. 

Snoop Dogg has lent support to 
campaigns in the past, notably Ron 
Paul’s 2012 presidential run with liber- 
tarian views on marijuana legalization. 
He eventually endorsed President 
Barack Obama’s reelection. 

The rapper’s support came so far 
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out of left field that it’s arguably 
caught the most attention of any celeb 
endorsement in the San Francisco 
mayoral race, but a handful more are 
also worth a look. 


Danny Glover 

The San Francisco-born actor of Lethal 
Weapon fame has strong ties to the 
city, like his student involvement in 
San Francisco State University’s histor- 
ic strike to establish a College of Ethnic 
Studies, among many other efforts. 

His activism remains strong, and he is 
regularly seen at various rallies around 
the Bay Area. 

So it’s natural Glover would weigh 
in to support Kim, who championed 
the Free City College initiative. 

In early May, Glover headlined a 
fundraising event for Kim with leaders 
from his native District 5 — also the 
neighborhood Breed represents. 


Chelsea Handler 
The comedian wasted no time in sup- 
porting Breed’s rise to power, tweeting 
in January that she should remain in 
her role as acting mayor before the 
infamous vote that brought us Mayor 
Mark Farrell instead. 

“Perfect opportunity to show up 
for a woman,” Handler tweeted. “She 
deserves us.” 

In response, Twitter users implored 
Handler to look at Breed’s actual policies, 


acknowledge Kim’s fellow historic run for 
the same office, and to realize that San 
Francisco voters would have little to do 
with a Board of Supervisors vote. 

Handler eventually resurfaced with 
her support for Breed with an “in con- 
versation” fundraising event in San 
Francisco earlier this month. Breed’s 
team received an unsuccessful request 
to cancel the event, citing Handler’s 
comments “against the Trans, Asian, 
and sexual abuse survivor community.” 

“You have said on the campaign 
trail that you will be the mayor for all 
San Franciscans, but how can a mayor 
for all San Franciscans collaborate with 
someone who finds it funny to joke 
about the marginalized?” Grace Kim 
wrote in an email. 


Jose Antonio Vargas 

The former San Francisco Chronicle 
journalist and Bay Area native was 
commended for his bravery after going 
public with his undocumented status 
in 2011. Since then, he has launched 
the group Define American to push for 
immigration reform. 

Vargas joined an Our Revolution 
event in April to garner support for 
Kim just before early voting kicked off 
in May. 

Days later, Vargas left out his sup- 
port for Kim while calling attention 
to her Medium post in response to 
peculiar questions posed by a Chronicle 
reporter. 

“As a former reporter @sfchronicle, 
I’m very troubled by these questions 
and their tone,” Vargas tweeted. “What 
is going on?” 


Goldie Hawn 

This actress was also quick to endorse 
Breed in February, calling her “San 
Francisco’s once and future Mayor.” 

In the tweet supporting Breed, Hawn 
said they bonded over support for kids 
in public schools. The actress, mother to 
actress Kate Hudson, has a foundation 
dedicated to youth education. 


Amy Tan 
Bay Area native and Joy Luck Club au- 
thor Amy Tan is no longer a San Fran- 
cisco resident, but she remains plugged 
into the issues. She feels former state 
Sen. Mark Leno is the leader San Fran- 
cisco needs, citing his “clear plans” to 
address issues like homelessness and 
affordable housing. 

“He has in-depth experience with 
complex needs and has outlined a 
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plan that goes far beyond the general 
campaign promises of the other, less 
experienced candidates,” Tan said on 
Facebook. 


Tom Daley and 

Dustin Lance Black 

Although the 2012 Olympic bronze 
medalist is across the pond in London, 
the diver called San Francisco one of 
his “favorite cities in the world” when 
making a push for its residents to vote 
for Leno. After all, “San Francisco has 
the chance to elect its first gay mayor,” 
he said. 

Daley made the endorsement with 
husband Dustin Lance Black, a screen- 
writer, director, and producer behind 
projects like Milk and When We Rise. 
Black is from Sacramento, but has had 
San Francisco-centered projects, and 
Leno clearly made an impression. 

“By my side the entire time was a 
man named Mark Leno,’ Black said. 
“He’s been inspiring me for well over 
a decade, and he'll continue to inspire 
San Franciscans for generations.” 


George Shultz 
His name may be less recognizable, but 
that President Ronald Reagan’s Secre- 
tary of State praises Breed as the top 
choice for Republicans is noteworthy. 
In a letter paid for by Breed’s cam- 
paign and sent to voters, the 97-year- 
old Shultz calls her “the right leader at 
the right time.” 


Though the administration Shultz 
worked for brought us a “War on 
Drugs” disastrous for communities 
like the one Breed can’t stop mention- 
ing she grew up in, Breed had kind 
words for the man. 

“Secretary Shultz is not only an 
American hero and a great San Fran- 
ciscan, he represents a dignified, 
collaborative brand of policy thinking 
that transcends today’s petty partisan 
politics, and I’m proud to have his 
support, Breed told the Examiner. 


By now, readers may detect that Leno 
has not attracted as many household 
names as his main rivals. But we feel it’s 
only fair to point out the list of impres- 
sive endorsements that takes several 
moments to scroll through, like the 
backing of U.S. Senator Kamala Harris 
and the Northern California chapter of 
the International Longshore Workers 
Union. 

Though celebrities attract atten- 
tion, local organizations are far more 
in tune with the issues that plague 
San Francisco. Their endorsements 
speak volumes about the candidates’ 
priorities, like Alioto being endorsed 
by the reform-obstructing police 
union or the Affordable Housing Al- 
liance endorsing Kim. But if Snoop 
Dogg’s endorsement is high on your 
list, consider this your official celebri- 
ty-endorsed mayoral voter guide.

Leonard Cohen was many things 
in his lifetime: a singer, a poet, a phi- 
losopher, a father, and a Buddhist. But 
he disregarded fixed labels, slogans in 
his lyrics, and the idea that anything 
— including a performance — could 
ever be orchestrated or preordained. 
As Cohen said in a 2009 interview, sev- 
en years before he died at age 82, “You 
never know what’s going to happen 
when you step on the stage. You never 
know whether you'll be able to be the 
person that you want to be or that the 
audience is going to be hospitable to 
the person that they perceive.” 

So Cohen would have loved The 
Poetry Machine, an old organ that the 
artists Janet Cardiff and George Bures 
Miller rigged to play Cohen reading 
his own poetry. Anyone who visits San 
Francisco’s Fraenkel Gallery can sit 
down at it and play the keys. Each key 
plays a different reading from Cohen’s 
Book of Longing — and each reading 
lasts only as long as the key is held 
down. 

Quickly pressing one key produces 
the first three words of a fluid thought: 
“She fell asleep.” Press another key 
a little longer, and you hear Cohen 
saying, “Don’t ask me how. I know 
it’s true.” Press still another key, and 
Cohen asserts, “Ihere’s no one who has 
told us yet what Boogie Street is for.” 

You can hear Cohen read page 
numbers, as in “Page 106. How could I 
have doubted...” You hear Cohen rustle 
pages, or even simply breathing. Press 
multiple keys at once, as an organ is 
normally played, and you're surround- 
ed by a cacophony of Cohen voices, all 
emanating from the scores of speakers 
set up around the organ and nearby 
walls, emanating simultaneously at 
different sound levels. Cohen’s spoken 
voice — especially his older voice — 
had a timbre that exuded calm, clarity, 
suffering, street smarts, and much, 
much more. Hearing a chorus of these 
older voices from The Poetry Machine 
is to hear Cohen as you've never imag- 
ined. And everyone who sits down at 
The Poetry Machine gets a unique take 
on Cohen since no one plays The Poetry 
Machine the exact same way. 

“The voice of God,” is how Cardiff 
describes Cohen reading his works. 
“You can sit and listen to his voice all 
day. I just love his voice — the older 
voice.” 

“He’s definitely the voice of God, 
sometimes,” Bures Miller says, sitting

with Cardiff as they talked with SF 
Weekly on the opening night of “Janet 
Cardiff & George Bures Miller: THE 
POETRY MACHINE & Other Works.” 

“It became a real portrait of him, 
he adds. “It’s all his words ... but it’s 
like you're having a conversation with 
him.” 

The Poetry Machine debuted last 
year at the Musée d’art contemporain 
de Montréal, as part of its muse- 
um-wide tribute to Cohen’s legacy and 
influence. Cardiff and Bures Miller 
are a longtime couple and longtime 
artistic collaborators whose works are 
frequently interactive, sound-based, 
and experiential. Miller has adored 
Cohen’s poetry for decades. With the 
other invited museum artists, they 
got Cohen’s approval to use his works, 
but he died a year before the exhibit 
opened — and Cardiff and Bures Miller 
didn’t quite know what to do until 
Cohen’s agent, Robert Kory, gave them 
Cohen’s Book of Longing recordings, 
which featured 183 poems. The record- 
ings have still not been published, so 
the Fraenkel exhibit is one of the few 
ways to hear them. 

“We originally thought we’d record 
some of Cohen’s early works and use 
his books before he was famous,” Bures 
Miller says. “We wanted to use the 
early poems, but we couldn't find any 
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recordings of him. And we thought, 
‘Oh well, we'll try and record it our- 
selves. And we tried that — but it just 
didn’t seem right. We’re not poets and 
we re not performers. At one point, we 
were fantasizing about approaching 
him to record them, but then he died, 
unfortunately. And six months later, 
his agent sent us a bunch of recordings 
that we didn’t know existed. They’re 
the perfect recordings for the piece.” 

“His agent told us, ‘Leonard said, 
“There’s nothing more boring than a 
poetry reading,” ’ Bures Miller adds. 
“But when you have it on the keyboard, 
it’s not boring. You can stay as long as 
you want.” 

Like Cohen, Cardiff and Bures 
Miller are from Canada. Their bona 
fides include the Benesse Prize at the 
49th Venice Biennale in 2001, which 
recognizes artists who “break new 
artistic ground with an experimental 
and pioneering spirit.” They won for a 
project, The Paradise Institute, that puts 
art-goers into a smallish cinema where 
the on-screen movie intersects with 
intimate, odd voices that the art-goers 
hear on headphones. 

At Fraenkel Gallery, Cardiff and 
Bures Miller are also exhibiting Sad 
Waltz and the Dancer who couldn't dance, 
a mechanized work with two mario- 
nettes: A tuxedoed pianist who — with 


moving hands and other life-like 
mannerisms — performs a beautifully 
haunting work, Sad Waltz, by Arme- 
nian composer Edvard Mirzoyan (the 
recording is of pianist Arjen Seinen); 
and a long-haired dancer whose wild 
movements swing her to and fro and 
also immobile. 

Also at Fraenkel is a 15-minute 
slide show, Road Trip, of images that 
Bures Miller’s grandfather took ona 
drive from Vancouver to New York in 
the 1950s, including lots of mountain 
ranges and nature. ‘The slides, made 
when the grandfather was fighting 
cancer, run on a carousel accompanied 
by a sound recording of Cardiff and 
Bures Miller narrating their thoughts 
(and occasionally arguing) about 
everything from the slide show’s 
order to the slides’ subjects. Like The 
Paradise Institute, Road Trip puts the 
art-goer into a scene of unintended 


engagement — hanging out in an envi- 
ronment that illuminates but gets awk- 


ward, where Cardiff’s voice originates 
from one speaker and Bures Miller’s 
from another. 

Each Fraenkel artwork is in its own 


room, but there’s sonic overlap, so peo- 


ple in the main gallery space for The 
Poetry Machine can hear the adjoining 
Sad Waltz and the Dancer who couldn't 
dance if both pieces are in operation — 


which ratchets up the aural experience 
of both works. “THE POETRY MA- 
CHINE & Other Works” is multisenso- 
ry, multidimensional, and multitudi- 
nous. “I was there for you,’ Cohen says 
in one of the poems echoing through 
the air at Fraenkel. Yes, he was. But the 
Fraenkel Gallery exhibit makes it seem 
that Cohen is still there. Still offering 
words that express what it means to be 
human. Hit a key. Any key. And what 
comes out is anyone’s guess. 


For “Betweenscapes” at SOMArts, 
which opens the Asian Pacific Islander 
Cultural Center’s United States of 
Asian America Festival, curators Kathy 
Zarur and Roula Seikaly picked 14 
artists to address a deliberately provoc- 
ative question. What’s the space that 
exists between a series of polar oppo- 
sites: “Colonial power and indigenous 
resistance; diaspora and homeland; 

us and them; here and there”? The 
short answer is that those spaces are 
extremely complicated. Lots of gray 
areas exist. 

Rea Lynn de Guzman mixes photos 
of the Tenderloin with other materials 
to produce silhouettes that hint at the 
physical and emotional difficulty of 
migrating from the Philippines to the 
United States. Photographer Henry 
Francisco juxtaposes images of basket- 
ball courts in San Francisco, Los An- 
geles, Brooklyn, and Manhattan with 
courts in the Middle East, including 
one by a mosque in Jericho, to show 
that sports brings commonalities to 
people whose country’s politics are 
divisive. And Azin Seraj painstakingly 
makes her own money bills (“Concur- 
rency ) that honors activists who’ve 
risked their lives to enact change 
across the Middle East. 

The potential for reconciliation un- 
derlies many of the 14 artists’ works. 
But the space in between is a work in 
progress, they suggest. And history is 
a powerful weight that is constantly 
pulling people in one direction, wheth- 
er they want to go there or not.

While sitting on a 21-Hayes bus 
the other night, a middle-aged woman 
looked out the window and noticed 
Charles Gadeken’s giant LED sculpture 
of 786 cubes. The 50-foot-tall art piece 
swirled in patterns of colors only to 
fixate on pink — and the woman told 
her daughter that the tree-like sculp- 
ture resembled “cotton candy.” 

“We should have gone there!” the 
daughter said as the bus moved past 
Gadeken’s artwork. 

But scores of people are stopping 
by Gadeken’s sculpture, which was 
officially dedicated on May 5. And 
even those who live in apartments 
across from SQUARED — people who 
experience its light show during its 
regular hours (dusk until dawn) — 
are apparently happy with a piece 
that occupies the middle of Patri- 
cia’s Green. The San Francisco Arts 
Commission and the Recreation and 
Park Department have arranged for 
SQUARED to anchor that small Hayes 
Valley park through next year. The 
piece, which includes every shade 
of a psychedelic rainbow, is at its 
brightest until 10 p.m., when Gadek- 
en has programmed the work to dim 
its lights a bit. 


“The reception in the community 
has been amazingly positive — which 
I was concerned about,” Gadeken tells 
SF Weekly. “I had a lot of fears it might 
be too much — but there hasn’t been a 
single complaint. I’ve talked to four or 
five people who live [in buildings] on 
the park, and they all love it.” 

A San Francisco industrial artist, 
Gadeken first created SQUARED for 
the 2014 Coachella Valley Music and 
Arts Festival, and it then went to 
Burning Man — events where people 
would dance, frolic, and hang around 
SQUARED day and night. In Hayes 
Valley, people huddle near it in more 
casual ways — as they eat ice cream, 
talk to friends, or sit on benches that 
are right underneath the piece. Gadek- 
en programs the patterns of light, and 
he says he'll change its sets about six 
times over the next year. The work, he 
says, embodies a “post-nature” world. 

“I grew up in the mountains of 
Colorado, and when I was younger my 
heroes in art were Charlie Russell and 
Georgia O’Keeffe — and I sometimes 
put myself in the relationship as one of 
the last great Western American artists 
in my fantasy world,” Gadeken says, 
laughing. “So I feel like this piece is 
like a contemporary piece of Western 
America. Here we are in Silicon Valley, 
but we’re here with the redwood trees. 
SQUARED is a giant tree. It represents 
part of this technology-obsessed world 
that I live in now.” Jonathan Curiel

How SF Weekly 
Shattered 
My Sexual 
Innocence

I started writing for this fine- 
ass publication in 2003, about a year 
before executives from a previous 
owner started a naughty company 
that would later land them 93 little 
indictments. (Oops!) Maybe there 
was some extra sex in the air because 
of it all, but that time in general was 
a weird era. And I was covering weird 
shit. 

Mostly here to write about the 
local music scene, I occasionally 
contributed to the front-of-the- 
book section called Sucka Free City 
to profile interesting people in San 
Francisco, including some very cre- 
ative sex workers. It was really fun to 
meet and cover diverse people who 
were exploring 
beyond the limits 
of conventional 
sexuality, but I al- 
ways wrote about 
their ideas from 
a non-participa- 
tory distance. I 
learned an awful 
lot, but didn’t put 
too much of it 
into my personal 
practice. 

I wrote a lot of short club and 
concert previews each week, tackling 
the occasional longform music fea- 
ture here and there — but when ! did 
those, I preferred to find ideas that 
weren't emailed to me by a publicist 
so I'd have something different from 
the pack. I was really excited when I 
learned that one of my favorite local 
groups, who had risen to internation- 
al prominence, had actually gotten 
their start producing music for gay 
porn videos made in San Francisco. 
“What a cool story it would be to get 
some of those videos and discuss 
their early work,” I thought, naively. 
My editor agreed that it was some- 
thing worth investigating, so I began 
in earnest. 

One of the group members 
laughed when I shared my story an- 
gle. He told me that the songs were 
nothing to write home about, but he 
still hooked me up with the head of 
the video company, who was happy 
to provide me with the old movies if 
I came by the office. I don’t remem- 
ber exactly where the company was 
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located, but my mind conjures up an 
image of me visiting a tawny, Hayes 
Valley-esque office with ultra-tasteful 
design. A really handsome man with 
perfect white teeth was my contact. 
He handed me a bag full of VHS 
tapes and told me that everyone who 
worked at the office also starred in 
the productions. 

I’m pretty sure I didn’t look at the 
titles until I got them home, where | 
could look at them in private with my 
personal peanut gallery. The videos 
were called Fistful Thinking and The 
Hole Punch, yet I somehow didn't re- 
alize what sort of content they were 
going to show until my friend and | 
put one of them on and screamed. 
This is ignorant AF and please don’t 
@ me, but I didn’t realize the elastic- 
ity of the human ass until seeing it 
prodded with fists and fist-simulating 
power tools — and that’s not a eu- 
phemism. There were actual power 
tools involved. 

I had only ever heard about some 
adventurous vaginas that liked to be 
fisted and had never thought a fist 
could fit anywhere else; I still have 
questions. I later found out that the 
company was a pioneer of making 
and marketing male fisting videos, 
so I’m guessing I saw the best of the 
best at the time? 

I didn’t get 
very far in my 
viewing, because 
my eyes felt ten- 
der. The perform- 
ers might have 
been enjoying 
what they were 
doing, but my 
butt started hurt- 
ing in empathy. 
Upon reflection, 
the artist was right, the music didn’t 
hold a candle to their later recorded 
works, which have creatively sam- 
pled the sounds of items such as a 
preserved cow’s uterus, a washing 
machine, freshly cut hair, and the 
amplified brain activity of crayfish. I 
gave the tapes to someone more in- 
terested in the visuals, told the editor 
I didn’t have as awesome of a story as 
I thought I did, and asked to kill the 
piece. Years later, it still feels like a 
failure, but it also was a turning point 
in the evolution of my writing career. 

The experience may have shattered 
my sexual innocence, but it also 
taught me that some ideas are better 
in theory than in practice — and to 
think thrice before pitching ideas to 
prominent publications, something 
which has led to producing stronger 
work. I suppose | have anal fisting to 
thank for that.

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Dark Crimes 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
The presence of Brett Ratner as a 
producer is not always a bad thing; 
for starters, he produced the essential 
documentary Electric Boogaloo: The 
Wild, Untold Story of Cannon Films. But 
after three mentions of his Ratpac 
Entertainment followed by “Produced 
by Brett Ratner, p.g.a.” in the first 
opening credits of Alexandros Avranas’ 
Dark Crimes, it’s hard not to feel like 
the frog on the back of the scorpion: 
Motherfucker, you were warned. Set 
in modern-day Poland at its bleakest, 
Tadek (Jim Carrey, whose Polish accent 
is there more often than it isn’t) is 
a detective near retirement who has 
been moved off of active duty. When 
he notices that the description of a 
murder in a new book by ragingly 
assholish writer Kozlow (Marton Cso- 
kas) matches the unreleased details 
of a real-life murder in a BDSM club, 
Tadek becomes obsessed with proving 
Kozlow did it. Avranas shoots much of 
the dialog with the characters starting 
down the barrel of the camera, which 
already felt like a cheap gimmick when 
Hitchcock overused it in Torn Curtain 
and is no less of a crutch now. Dark 
Crimes is dank and dreary and no fun, 
and just when you think it can’t get 


any ickier, we see Carrey’s O-face. 
Couldn’t you have warned us, Ratner?

Beast 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at the Embarcadero 
Center Cinema andthe AMC Dine-In 
Kabuki. 
The promotion for Michael Pearce’s 
psychological drama Beast tries so very 
hard to capitalize on the public-domain 
lure of Beauty and the Beast. Between 
its single-word title to how that word 
is rendered in an inappropriate Old 
English Gothic font on the poster, it 
makes fantasy-inflected, bodice-rip- 
ping promises the movie itself doesn’t 
even try to keep. Moll (Jessie Buckley) 
is a 27-year-old tour guide who still 
lives with her abusive family and keeps 
her boiling rage in check by acts of 
self-harm such as holding broken glass 
in her fist. Enter a scrubby guy named 
Pascal (Johnny Flynn), with whom 
Moll begins to fall in love after he 
rescues her from a slightly less scrub- 
by guy. Moll’s horrible, upper-crusty 
family objects to the relationship for 
the predictable class reasons, but also 
because their town is being stalked 
by a serial killer — and whatever else 
Pascal doesn’t seem like, he doesn’t 
not seem like a serial killer. Despite its 


title, Beast is Moll’s story. Flynn’s char- 
acter disappears for long stretches, but 
when he’s gone it isn’t about him, and 
Jessie Buckley holds the screen like 
Flynn was never on it. Beast also pass- 
es the Bechdel Test with flying colors, 
and keeps you guessing as to who the 
title character really is. SC 


Boom for Real: The Late Teenage 
Years of Jean-Michel Basquiat 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza 
Cinema. 
In 1981, Rolling Stone famously 
ran a cover story about Jim Morrison 
with the headline “He’s Hot, He’s Sexy, 
and He’s Dead.” It would also be an 
appropriate tagline for Sara Driver’s 
documentary Boom for Real: The Late 
Teenage Years of Jean-Michel Basquiat, 
which covers the artist at his hottest 
and sexiest, though it ends seven 
years before his Morrison-y death by 
heroin overdose at the Morrison-y age 
of 27. The Morrison cover is merely 
coincidental and not mentioned in the 
film, which follows Basquiat’s rise from 
scrappy street kid in 1978 who devel- 
oped a proto-Banksy air of mystery 
with his SAMO-signed graffiti, to a cel- 
ebrated artist in 1981 bound for more 
profitable things. Driver uses Basquiat 
as a springboard for a wider history of

For everyone who can com- 
fortably digest it, burrata is a delight, 
and there’s something about serving 
it with asparagus that feels like the 
official confirmation of spring’s arrival. 
It might have a little to do with aspara- 
gus looking a tiny bit like an asphodel, 
the leaves of which are traditionally 
used to wrap burrata. The likelier rea- 
son is that both burrata and asparagus 
have gentle flavors that are otherwise 
polar opposites, milky and smothering 
versus clean and earthy-sulfurous — and 
when they come together, it’s magic. 

That’s how it is at Che Fico, David 
Nayfeld and Angela Pinkerton’s four- 
years-in-the-making Italian restaurant 
one floor above Divisadero Street that’s 
largely focused on the flavors of Rome’s 
community of Jews. Pinkerton wona 
Beard Award as the executive pastry 
chef at New York’s Eleven Madison Park 
before going on to Craftsman & Wolves, 
and her sister restaurant Theorita is 
slated to open next door, while Nayfeld 
also worked at Eleven Madison Park as 
well as at Cru, the Manhattan temple 
with a 65,000-bottle wine portfolio. The 
name of their joint project transliterates 
to “what a fig,” but it’s better rendered 
in slang as “how cool.” And it is cool, 
although coolness in restaurants can 
be a double-edged sword. 

Not to lay forth a tangential disqui- 
sition on the nature of hype, how it can 
perpetuate itself while undermining the 
very thing it’s attached to, but Che Fico 
has been a long time coming. It’s been 
in suspended animation at the bottom 
of my places-to-eat Google Sheet since 
around the time David Bowie died. So 
the impulse is to crow — unless you're a 
contrarian spoilsport, in which case the 
impulse might be to judge the people 
who are doing that crowing as hype-de- 
vouring sheeple. But I’m gonna crow. 

Che Fico isn’t perfect. It’s expensive 
—a $29 half-chicken feels like the most 
calculated price point imaginable, be- 
cause in addition to falling a dollar below 
a symbolic threshold, it turns out that’s 
exactly half of Zuni’s $58 baked chicken 
for two. The weakest link is the cocktails, 
few of which jumped out and several 
of which end up tasting soapy against 
the saltier dishes. But what Che Fico is 
is exciting. In a restaurant scene that’s 
becoming a little full of me-too-ism and 
empty of hidden gems, it’s something 
different, sometimes going for sheer 
beauty and other times taking risks. I 
never thought in a million year I'd ever 
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order, much less enjoy, a pizza with pine- 
apple ($20), but sliced thinly and with 
sufficient red onion and fermented chili 
on it, it yields a measured spicy-tangy 
flavor like top-notch Thai as opposed to 
canned Hawaiian. 

Good execution starts with the 
suppli ($4), fancy arancini that are ex- 
tra-crunchy on the outside and come 
with only rice and tomato sauce, plus 
some shaved parmesan on top. The ca- 
ciocavallo ($12), another stretched-curd 
cheese, comes served like a high-acid 
rarebit on Josey Baker bread with plenty 
of meyer-lemon preserves. As a rule, Che 
Fico’s palate runs sweet. 

For haute-grandpa food, corned beef 
tongue ($14) appears with some pickled 
mustard seeds and capers and some 
celery shaved lengthwise so that it’s curls 
upon curls. It’s a tongue kiss. Offal-evad- 
ers can probably dodge it, but good 
luck denying yourself a scoop of grilled 
chopped liver ($11), served in a ring be- 
neath watery-purple daikon the color of 
a tropical jellyfish and some pink onion, 
plus black-and-white sesame seeds and 
flower buds. Few things feel as Depres- 
sion-era as liver and onions — but on an 
ultramarine plate, Che Fico’s is beautiful, 
its vegetable components holding down 
that mouthful-of-nickels quality liver 
sometimes has, along with matzo for 
scooping. The individual components of 
the $14 chicken-heart and gizzard salad

— potatoes, peas, pickles, olives, and 
aioli — don't really cohere into a whole 
nearly as well, though. 

Crusts with cheese in them are a way 
that Pizza Hut reminds us of its exis- 
tence, but Che Fico dusts its Ode to Judy 
Rodgers pizza ($18) with ricotta salata 
all the way to the edge. A love letter to 
Zuni, it looks like it travelled through a 
goose-down pillow fight blizzard — but 
more importantly, its crust is charred 
so that it releases the dough’s tang and 
sweetness, and the center avoids get- 
ting gooey or limp. That is definitely 
not going to be to everyone's taste, but 
good on them. 

Pastas are great, like the $28 bigoli 
nero with razor clams and Dungeness 
crab that’s got a squirt of lemon and 
a dusting of breadcrumbs — and 
that’s it. Considerably less salty, the 
combination of sheep’s milk ricotta 
with mint and walnuts is almost as 
exalted as burrata and asparagus, and 
it fills the less assertive triangoli ($28), 
perfumed by a bit of avocado blossom 
honey. Looking like octopus tentacles 
or a pesto-green version of a British 
judge’s wig, the mafaldini ($19) was 
probably the best, an eminently satis- 
fying al dente flavor-bomb with anoth- 
er snowcap of cheese. 

If you do get that half-chicken, pre- 
pared with a sweetish glaze and unusu- 
al in that the white meat was the more 


flavorful, it absolutely must be paired 
with the stone-ground polenta ($7) 

that tastes appealingly of pulverization, 
super-saturated with cheese. A glass of Il 
Cancelliere ($15), an Aglianico that de- 
mands such richness, was just perfect. 

Dessert is slowly fading away as soft- 
serve overtakes everything and restau- 
rants farm out the duties of pastry chefs, 
but Pinkerton just might stabilize the 
profession with her cannoli and the pro- 
to-Nutella known as gianduja. Her stron- 
gest offering is barely half as sweet, an 
olive oil cake with malted-yogurt gelato 
and a roasted-strawberry vinaigrette. 
Reconfigured, those ingredients could 
almost be on an adventurous salad, 
but their energies are directed entirely 
toward gratifying the palate after ev- 
erything that came before. 

Maybe because of its breadth, its 
principals’ pedigrees, and the time it 
took to arrive, Che Fico is going to be 
on a lot of year-end lists. Making such 
a pronouncement in mid-May feels OK 
to me, in the way that too-clever peo- 
ple can make 0.45 round up to an even 
1. But the thing about it is that it feels 
already complete — something that 
isn’t even wholly true, since the netted 
meats in the salumi room are still in 
utero. But in terms of the execution of 
a vision, it’s already there. 

Some of that has to do with the 
space, which has exposed timbers 
and skylights where most restaurants 
would be content to stick HVAC tubes 
and call it “industrial.” It is industrial, 
but warmer than most — and too full 
of personality to feel as cookie-cutter 
as so many other places. The variety 
of seating alone works feng shui won- 
ders in what could be a cacophonous 
room. I’m trying not to go too gaga 
for the wallpaper, which employs figs 
as happy-looking as a lickable Wonka 
schnozzberry — and the restrooms 
have a vintage Italian pop star splat- 
tered all over them — or even that 
glassed-in salumi-curing station, which 
is impossible not to stare at without 
getting hungry while also thinking of 
Damien Hirst. But even a marathon 
coder who eschews eye contact at all 
times could sense the dynamism at 
work here. You'll give a fig.

Matcha matcha mochi is the 
name of the quiet hero among pastry 
chef Mikiko Yui's wide range of Japa- 
nese-derived sweets. Compared to the 
flashier items — a spongy roll cake filled 
with seasonal fruits and coconut cream, 
a pate de choux that looks like it’s erupt- 
ing black sesame filling — this humble 
square looks destined to play a back- 
ground part. Being the exact shade of 
late-spring green that people associate 
with powdered green tea, it further ap- 
pears to be straightforward in taste and 
texture. 

It’s anything but. Still, the little 
square is just one of the 10 to 15 pas- 
tries Yui has created for Stonemill 
Matcha, a magnificent Tartine-in- 
spired confectionary now open on 
Valencia Street that also offers an 
array of savory items — along with 
high-end utensils like matcha whisks 
and handcrafted ceramics. 

That it happens to be housed in the 
former Bar Tartine is no coincidence. 
There, rhubarb galettes sit next to 
a pancake served with marmalade, 
mochi, and salted butter that’s the 
house version of a PB&J — anda 
frangipane that may have sake lees 
in it, just to add a little funk. “Souffle 
cheesecake” is trending hard in Japan, 
and Yui’s re-creation of that popular 
combination combines the airiness 
of the classic French dessert with the 
concussion bomb of a New York-style 
cheesecake. And if you’re a real mochi 
lover, there’s also a strawberry version 
made with Dirty Girls and white bean 
paste. (Since April 28, Tartine Man- 
ufactory has an exclusive Stonemill 
Matcha menu as well.) 

On the savory side, Chef Keisuke 
Akabori has equaled Yui’s inven- 
tive spirit with a chicken okayu (or 
Japanese porridge) made with egg, 
mushrooms, pickled wakame, and 
roasted chicken dashi. Matchazuke, a 
rice-and-tea dish with togarashi sev- 
en spice, makes a run for maximum 
depth, while the chicken katsu sand- 
wich rests on the easily approachable 
satisfaction of a tonkatsu sauce. The 
categories aren't absolute, either. 
Sweetness (of a kind) creeps in in the 
form of a shokupan toast served with 
marmalade, mochi, and salted butter. 

Matcha tea might not be the pri- 
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mary focus, but it’s not entirely irrel- 
evant, either. You can get a matcha 
latte with the option to add ginger, or 
a coldbrew (mizudashi) with matcha, 
sencha, or genmaicha. Two sparkling 
versions — one with yuzu and cane 
sugar, the other with mint, lime, and 
cane sugar — elevate the unassuming 
shade-grown tea powder into the 
stratosphere of refreshment. Like a 
julep mocktail on a dog day afternoon, 
they’re instantly cooling.

Go Eat This 
Now: Braised 
Duck Leg at 
Hai Ky MiGia

I was lucky enough to havea 
good friend bring me to Hai Ky Mi Gia 
—a.k.a. Hai Ky Noodle House — not 
long after I moved to San Francisco. I 
quickly fell in love with it, but at the 
time I didn’t realize how head-over- 
heels I would soon become. This Chi- 
nese/Southern Vietnamese soup joint 
lives in the heart of San Francisco’s Lit-

tle Saigon. Hai Ky Mi Gia is a bustling, 
L-shaped restaurant that smells like 
well-seasoned pans and rich chili paste. 
It’s loud, it’s crowded, and three Chinese 
women at the table next to me are shar- 
ing a banana while they wait for their 
food. In this diner-like atmosphere, ev- 
eryone seems to know everyone else, 
except for me. 

The menu can be a little over- 
whelming at first, but with just a 
speck of effort, you'll notice that the 
soups on the list of more than 30 
differ only slightly in ingredients and 
noodle shape. 

Hai Ky Mi Gia’s claim to fame is a 
$9.22 braised duck leg with wonton 
noodle soup. The soup’s broth is 
dark and rustic from the giant ducky 
drumstick soaking and glistening in 
the bowl. Around this main attraction 
are handmade pork dumplings that 
are in turn snugly nestled in springy 
yellow egg noodles. That’s about it. 
No bells or whistles needed, just good 
old-fashioned fowl play. 

Once the duck wonder loses some 
of its mystique, ’d recommend any 
of the other options on the menu. 
Regulars know to mix-and-match dif- 
ferent types of proteins and noodles 
in dry and wet combinations, all of 
which look as lovely as the next. Every 
soup runs from about $6 to $10, and 
each is a hearty meal for someone on 
a quick lunch break, trying to cure a 
hangover, or just strolling about the 
Tenderloin. 

I feel like I grew up eating at Hai 
Ky Mi Gia with my dad after raking 
leaves or driving to the dump. I didn’t 
grow up here, so I can’t explain this

Since 
the Presidio isn’t always the easiest 
place to get to for people without four 
wheels — and it’s a zero-waste, leave- 
no-trace kind of party besides — you 
can ride over from downtown via the 
PresidiGo shuttle.

The Presidio has undergone huge 
changes since it defended San Francis- 
co from those dastardly confederates, 
but remember a few years ago when 
this beautiful stretch of lawn used to 
be an underused parking lot?

On evenings when you have to 
set the alarm early enough to grab a Pop- 
Tart and put your Trapper Keeper in 
your Hi-Tec backpack, there is a new 
place to indulge your inner child’s thirst 
for quality booze. 

School Night takes over part of 
Dogpatch venue The Pearl on Sundays 
through Wednesdays, offering high- 
end Mexican-Peruvian dishes and craft 
cocktails with explanations as silly as 
the ingredients are serious. A project 
by Traci des Jardins along with En- 
rique Sanchez (the bar manager at her 
Presidio restaurant Arguello) and Pearl 
co-founder Adam Mendelson, it’s a 
private event space on the other three 
nights of the week. 

While Dogpatch’s clutch of bars 
contains a few fancy dives — The Sea 
Star and the Dogpatch Saloon come 
to mind — it’s gotten bigger and fan- 
cier in recent years, with Third Rail 
and Mission Rock Resort establishing 
themselves as draws beyond the occa- 
sionally inward-facing neighborhood's 
boundaries. By its very nature, School 
Night seems pitched to an industry 
crowd, but it’s banking more on the 
quality of its food than on the ability 
to eat it at 12:30 a.m. on a Tuesday. 
Even chefs de partie can’t always ditch 
first period. 

So why should you venture out on 
a weeknight to a place on Third and 
19th streets that might be very far 
away from your couch? Well, for one, a 
stadium is undergoing rapid construc- 
tion not too far away. But there’s also 
some extremely spicy cebiche juiced 
up in a proper leche de tigre marinade 
and broadened with corn nuts and 
hominy, alongside a big bowl of fideos, 
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or clams and mussels atop angel hair 
pasta dressed with an aji amarillo aioli 
as thick as any cream sauce and with 
just a hint of lemon. (If only it came 
with chorizo!) 

When a wood-fired oven is named 
Bertha, as School Night’s is, you're go- 
ing to want to treat it better than some 
disposable substitute teacher and or-

der two skewers of anticuchos, Liberty 
Farms duck hearts and gizzards with a 


few potato slices to balance out the fat. 


Try them in the leftover leche de tigre. 
In spite of des Jardins’ secure place 
in the S.F. pantheon, School Night 
feels more like a bar with food than a 
restaurant with cocktails. Sanchez’s 
pisco-, tequila-, and bourbon-centric

menu offers charming blurbs on cre- 
ations like the foamy Teacher’s Pet 
(bourbon, raspberry, Cappelletti, egg 
whites, and soda), which reminds him 
of a red bug called a Cochineal that was 
formerly part of the Capelletti formula 
and also part of a prank a fellow stu- 
dent pulled to get the teacher to sit on 
them. You might not want it up your 
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nose with a rubber hose, but the Mr. 
Kotter — Tapatio blanco tequila, a hi- 
biscus ice cube, lime, dry Curacao, and 
agave — is a margarita variation you 
will certainly welcome back. And if you 
want to keep it even simpler, go with 
the nod to San Francisco’s original 
name, the Hierba Buena (an aromatic 
julep made with rye, lemon, Fernet, 
and mint). 

The interior is dark and slightly 
moody, but not so self-serious that 
one wall isn’t treated like an enormous 
screen to project television onto. San 
Francisco schools let out for summer 
vacation on Wednesday, June 6, so you 
better hurry before the fourth-graders 
find this place and start barging in, de- 
manding cutlets and Capri Sun.

One dilemma that fascinates electronic music producers is finding the secret to making all of those synthetic bleeps and 
bloops sound “human.” When speaking of his instrumental electronic compositions in a Billboard interview, English pro- 
ducer and composer Ryan Lee West — better known as Rival Consoles — says, “Language is very powerful, but it can alien- 
ate people because it’s so precise, but music can be so ambiguous that you can say a lot of things to different people without 
even knowing that you've said it.” Indeed, West has developed his Rival Consoles project from emotive bedroom IDM to cin- 
ematic-scale electronic works that lend themselves to isolated headphone listening just as well as a large venue perfor- 
mance. West, always fascinated with music and manipulating sound, dove into his production career soon after graduating 
university in 2007, becoming the first signee on record label Erased Tapes. He would become a prominent name in the 
world of avant-garde electronic music over the next decade. After experimenting with glitch music and French touch-in- 
spired electro, West released his third studio album, Howl, in 2015, emphasizing organic sounds and analogue synths that 
give the carefully constructed record a distinctly warm feeling in the often cold and detached world of electronic music. Re- 
leased in April, West’s newest album, Persona, shares the name of the 1966 Ingmar Bergman film and further explores the 
beautiful organic soundscapes on Howl, but reveals a more vulnerable side. Tim Casagrande

Ibarra, who emigrated from the Philippines to the Bay Area with her family when she was four, has experi- 
enced firsthand the racism, marginalization, and stereotypes immigrants and women of color throughout the country 
struggle with on a daily basis. Circa91, a nod to the year Ibarra and her family immigrated, hears Ibarra aggressively con- 
front these issues in an uncompromising yet personal manner. From an early age, Ibarra had an interest in hip-hop, claim- 
ing on Circa91 standout “Here” that she’s a “Product of Mac Dre, Wu-Tang, and Kanye.” Ibarra emphasizes her heritage 
throughout the album, seamlessly rapping in Waray and Tagalog along with English, which complements her vigorous flow 
and individual sound. When speaking on her creative decision to rap in Filipino dialects in an interview with PRI, Ibarra 
said, "From a rapper's standpoint, Waray and Tagalog are very percussive. I felt like it was perfect for hip-hop, it just com- 
pletes the story if I also tell it from those languages.

Stylistically, JHN’s flow balances rap- 
ping and singing, with standout track “Reflex” exemplifying the strength of his voice. Lyrically, JHN bounces between brag- 
gadocio and confessional thoughts, never giving the false pretense he is rapping as a character.
